Aero  dancers  at  FSC 


The  wheelchair  dance  company  Aero 
will  perform  at  Fitchburg  State  College 
on  Monday,  April  24,  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the 
Underground  Pub  of  the  Campus  Cen- 
ter. 

Tickets,  available  in  the  college's 
Expanding  Horizons  office  in  the  Ham- 
mond Building,  are  $1  in  advance  and 
$2  at  the  door.  Proceeds  will  be  donat- 
ed to  the  Garrett  Conrad  Scholarship 
Fund.  Fitchburg  State  students  will 
also  participate  in  the  performance. 

Aero  founder  Marym  Amaral  is  par- 
tially dependent  on  a  wheelchair,  the 
result  of  a  car  accident.  Amaral  was 
once  a  national  pair  figure  skater  and 
had  many  years  of  performing  arts 
experience.  Shortly  after  the  incident, 
she  was  given  the  opportunity  to  per- 
form in  the  International  Festival  of 
Wheelchair  Dance,  sponsored  by 
Dance  Umbrella  and  VSA  Arts.  The 
event  inspired  Amaral  to  start  Aero  and 
offer  others  the  opportunity  to  enjoy  the 
newly-found  freedom. 

Aero  uses  wheelchairs  as  tools  of  art. 


Dancers  with  and  without  wheelchairs 
focus  on  form,  movement  and  motion. 
The  choreography  is  a  combination  of 
ballet,  modern  jazz,  and  creative  and 
improvisational  dance. 

"Wheelchairs  are  a  part  of  your 
body,"  says  Amaral.  "They  are  an 
extension,  and  you  just  need  to  move 
with  them.  You  do  not  need  your 
hands.  You  can  move  your  body 
weight.  You  can  move  your  hips.  You 
can  move  your  legs.  You  can  lean 
backwards.  The  options  are  just  end- 
less." 

Aero  performers  move  in  and  out  of 
their  chairs,  motorized  wheelchairs  spin 
around,  and  others  dance  on  the  back  of 
wheelchairs. 

"Anyone  who  wants  to  dance  can 
dance,"  says  Amaral.  "Nobody  is 
excluded  from  our  group,  I  do  not  ask 
anybody:  'What  is  your  disability?'  I 
ask  them:  'Canyou  dance?'  'Do  you 
want  to  dance?'  'Are  you  able  to 
dance?'"

Bumblebee 

premieres 

anyway 


Despite  studio  decision  to  not 
release  the  fdm  version  of  Robert 
Cormier's  "The  Bumblebee  Flies  Any- 
way" in  New  England,  Cinema  World, 
The  Shooting  Gallery  and  Random 
House  Books  sponsored  a  premiere  in 
Fitchburg. 

Cormier  collaborated  on  the  screen- 
play with  fellow  Leominster  native 
Jennifer  Sarja. 

Bumblebee  was  fdmed  in  New  York 
City  with  Elijah  Wood  in  the  starring 
role.  The  novel,  published  in  1983, 
tells  the  story  of  a  young  man  named 
Barney  Snow,  a  patient  in  an  experi- 
mental hospital  known  as  The  Com- 
plex. The  film  was  produced  by  Steven 
Haft  of  New  York,  and  the  independent 
film  company  Shooting  Gallery  Films. 

Comier's  books,  which  include  "The 
Chocolate  War,"  "I  Am  the  Cheese," 
and  "Tunes  for  Bears  To  Dance  To," 
have  earned  acclaim  in  this  country  and 
have  been  translated  into  over  a  dozen 
languages.  They  are  especially  prized 
by  teens  for  their  sympathetic  charac- 
ters and  emotional  honesty. 

Cormier  grew  up  in  the  French- 
Canadian  community  of  Leominster. 
After  working  in  radio  and  with  the 
Worcester  Telegram  and  Gazette,  he 
joined  the  staff  of  the  Fitchburg  Sen- 
tinel, eventually  becoming  an  editor  at 
that  paper.  While  his  news  stories  won 
several  awards  from  the  Associated 
Press,  he  was  best  known  to  Sentinel 
readers  as  "John  Fitch  IV"  author  of 
twice-weekly  observations  on  every- 
day life  in  Fitchburg,  Leominster,  and 
beyond.  The  success  of  his  books  led 
to  movies  and  television  dramatiza- 
tions of  his  stories. 

Fitchburg  State,  which  the  author 
attended  in  the  1940s,  has  established 
an  ongoing  relationship  with  the 
author.  His  papers  are  housed  in  the 
college's  archives  and  he  was  awarded 
an  honorary  degree  in  1977.  Cormier 
frequently  speaks  to  students  at  the  col- 
lege, helps  judge  the  English  Depart- 
ment's annual  writing  contest  for  area 
middle  school  students  and  serves  on 
the  New  England  Writers  Series  com- 
mittee.

Giving  Lucas  a  run  for  his  money

In  1997.  'The  Lord  of  the  Rings' 
trilogy  was  voted  Book  of  the  Century. 
For  those  who  haven"t  had  time  to  read 
the  books,  perhaps  they  may  not  want 
to  put  it  off  for  too  much  longer. 

The  long-awaited  live-action  screen 
presentation  of  J.R.R.  Tolkien's  mas- 
terwork  is  currently  being  shot  in  New 
Zealand  over  a  period  of  eighteen 
months,  with  post-production  adding 
yet  another  year  and  a  half.  All  three 
movies  will  be  shot  back  to  back,  so  on 
one  day  they'll  be  shooting  a  scene 
halfway  into  the  third  movie  and  the 
next  day  could  be  a  scene  toward  the 
beginning  of  the  first  film.  At  three 
years  in  the  making,  this  will  be  the 
largest  production  ever  to  be  mounted 
in  the  Southern  Hemisphere. 

Written  by  Oscar-nominated  screen- 
writers Peter  Jackson  &  Fran  Walsh 
(with  Philippa  Boyens  and  Stephen 
Sinclair),  these  movies  sport  an  inter- 
national cast.  A  few  of  the  names 
bringing  the  characters  to  life  are  Eli- 
jah Wood,  Sir  Ian  McKellen.  Liv  Tyler. 
Cate  Blanchett  and  Ian  Holm  as  well  as 
20,000  extras,  a  full  crew  of  over  300. 
Peter  Jackson's  production  compa- 
ny, Wingnut  Films  Limited,  together 
with    the    special    effects    company 


WETA  Limited,  have  been  involved  in 
developing  and  designing  this  realiza- 
tion of  the  Tolkien  classic  for  more 
than  two  years.  During  this  time, 
miniatures,  creatures,  prosthetics, 
armor  and  an  estimated  1.200  state-of- 
the-art   computer   generated   effects 


own  proprietary  programs  and  using 
state-of-the-art  motion  control,  blue 
screen  and  forced  perspective  tech- 
niques to  keep  the  film  accurate  to 
Tolkien's  vision.  The  people  and  crea- 
tures who  populate  Middle-earth,  as 
well  as  their  homes,  cities  and  lairs  are 
being  built  by  the  WETA  Workshop.

Potente  is  engaging  as  Lola  and  Bleibtreu  is  satisfacto- 
ry as  Manni,  but  it's  the  supporting  players'  unusual  turns 
that  makes  the  movie  so  fast  track.  Tykwer  weaves  the  odd- 
ball characters  into  a  pulsating  quilt  of  colorful  visuals 
i  underscored  by  one  the  best  techno  soundtracks  since  The 
.Matrix.  So  run  to  the  video  store  and  pick  this  movie  up..

Tempest'  fug  it

Gender  had  no  issues  in  the  Fitchburg  State  Col- 
lege's production  of  Shakespeare's  "The  Tempest" 
that  went  up  Saturday  night.  Directed  by  Richard 
McElvain,  the  production  starred  a  committed  Ila 
Mantell  as  the  powerful,  yet  forgiving,  Prospero,  a 
shining  Sarah  Bellington  as  the  mischievous  Ariel, 
a  demure  Jen  Campbell  as  Prospero's  naive  daugh- 
ter Miranda,  a  reputable  Michael  Bloomfield  as 
Alonzo  and  a  scenery-chewing  Eric  Mello  as  the 
misshapen  Caliban. 

Shipwrecked  on  an  island,  Alonzo,  Prince  of 
Naples,  and  his  court  are  taught  a  lesson  in  who 
they  really  are  and  the  wrongs  they  have  committed 
as  on  this  island  it  is  Prosero  and  her  illusions  which 
rule.  Although  there  are  the  typical  Shakespearian 
romantic  confusions,  in  McElvain's  capable  hands, 
this  is  not  The  Bard  as  usual.  Ms.  Bellington's  por- 
trayal of  Ariel  brings  home  the  conflict  of  a  dutiful 
slave  yearnign  for  freedom  while  Mr.  Mello's  Cal- 
iban reflects  the  collision  of  the  primitive  with  the 
modern. 

Ms  Mantell's  powerful  voice  echoed  throughout 
the  auditorium  as  she  unfurled  her  angry  and  almost 
violent  Prospero  over  the  audience.  This  carried  the 
first  hour  of  the  show  and  was  contrasted  towards 
the  end  of  the  play,  as  Prospero  became  forgiving, 
she  seemed  to  lose  some  of  her  dramatic  energy. 

The  brunt  of  her  formidable  wrath  was  unleashed 
upon  the  others  of  the  cast  who  remained  steadfast 
to  their  characters'  quirks.   Ms.   Campbell's  whiny

and  immature  Miranda  was  wonderfully  expressed, 
making  everyone  wish  she  would  have  been 
enchanted  into  sleep  more  often.  Ariel's  flippant 
gestures  and  slight  Noo  Yawk  accentcountered  Cal- 
iban's earthy  drawl. 

All  of  the  performers  took  their  characters  attrib- 
utes (or  lack  thereof)  to  a  higher  level.  Justin 
Grace's  Ferdinand  was  the  embodiment  of  confused 
love.  Sara  Zifcack's  Antonio  was  beautifully  evil. 
Chip  Liscombe's  Sebastian  was  elevatedly  arro- 
gant. Lastly,  Gerard  Marzilli's  Stephano  and  Jason 
Tallon's  Trinculo  were  respectivelyas  foolish  and 
idiotic  as  they  were  meant  to  be. 

In  the  end,  McElvain's  vision  of  Prospero  the 
avenger  transforming  into  Prospero  the  forgiver 
was  perfectly  achieved.

So,  you  finally  got  her  to  agree 
to  go  out  with  you.  You've  hag- 
gled the  movie  down  from  Romeo 
Must  Die  (and  up  from  her  choice 
of  Boy's  Don't  Cry).  The  only 
thing  left  to  decide  is  where  to  eat. 
You  don't  want  to  go  somewhere 
cheap  and  want  to  look  more 
inventive  than  Slattery's.  Have 
you  thought  of  Indian  food?  No,  I 
am  not  talking  about  fire-roasted 
maize  or  buffalo  pemican,  I  mean 
food  from  India. 

For  those  of  you  who  believe  it 
to  be  mouth-blisteringly  spicy,  let 
me  assure  you  it  is  not;  in  fact.  I 
personally  find  korma  dishes  to  be 
a  bit  on  the  bland  side.  For  those 
of  you  who  are  gastronomically 
wary,  let  me  assure  you  it  is  not 
that  different  from  say,  Chinese 
food. 

Tucked  away  in  an  unassuming 
plaza  on  Lunenburg  Street  in 
Fitchburg  is  the  Bombay  Tandoor 
Grill  serving  a  variety  of  authentic 
Indian  cuisine  seven  days  a  week. 
There  never  seems  to  be  many  cars 


in  the  parking  lot,  but  there  is  a 
steady  stream  of  people  enjoying 
kebabs,  tandoori  and  a  variety  of 
curries. 

Appetizers  run  from  chat,  a  cold 
salad  of  tandoori  chicken  mixed 
with  cucumbers  and  tomatoes 
($2.95)  to  the  mixed  platter  ($6.95) 
which  has  a  little  bit  of  everything. 
I  recommend  the  samosas  ($2.95) 
puff  turnovers  stuffed  with  lamb  or 
vegetables,  and  pokaras  ($2.95) 
shredded  vegetables  dipped  in 
chick  pea  batter  and  fried. 

The  menu  of  entrees  covers  all 
the  traditional  Indian  dishes. 
Kebabs  are  skewers  of  chicken, 
lamb  or  shrimp  cooked  in  a  tan- 
door  (a  large  clay  oven  shaped  like 
a  pitcher,  think  Indian  barbeque) 
along  with  traditional  flat  breads 
called  nan.  Nan  come  in  a  variety 
of  flavors:  onion  or  garlic  ($2.50), 
chicken  ($2.95)  and  even  a  sweet 
version  stuffed  with  raisins, 
almonds  and  cashews  ($2.50). 

Nan  is  good  on  its  own,  but  is 
best  when  used  as  a  utensil  in  eat- 
ing curries.  Curries  come  with 
chicken,  lamb  (in  lieu  of  beef), 


shrimp  or  vegetables  in  sauces 
ranging  from  very  mild  (the 
korma)  to  the  pain  inducing  vin- 
daloo.  At  my  last  visit,  I  enjoyed  a 
rogan  josh  ($9.95)  a  tomato  and 
lamb  dish,  while  my  friend 
savored  the  tikka  masala  ($8.95) 
cubes  of  tandoori  chicken  sim- 
mered with  onions  and  peppers. 
Both  dishes  were  excellent  and 
came  with  basmati  rice. 

Other  dishes  offered  include  alu 
mutter  ($7.95)  a  vegetarian  curry 


with  peas  and  potatoes,  xacutio 
($10.95)  seafood  cooked  in  a 
coconut  sauce  and  kashmiri  pilao 
($8.25)  rice  served  with  nuts  and 
vegetables. 

Traditional  beverages  and 
desserts  are  also  available.  Rec- 
ommended are  the  pistachio  milk- 
shake ($2.50)  and  mango  lassi 
($2.25)  a  yogurt  drink  sweetened 
with  honey.  The  desserts  are  sweet 
without  being  rich  or  heavy.  Fore- 
most is  the  gulab  jamun  ($2.25) 
two  balls  of  sweet  pastry  served  in 
a  warm  light  syrup.  Additionally, 
there  is  badami  kheer  ($2.25)  a  rice 
pudding  mixed  with  almonds  and 
raisins. 

All  in  all.  Bombay  Tandoor 
Grill,  provides  an  exotic  alterna- 
tive to  the  usual  pub  grub  fare  in 
the  area.  So  impress  her,  make  her 
think  you  are  worldly  and  sohpisti- 
cated.  Just  don't  fall  asleep  during 
the  movie.
